to front curb collection points.

yard in many cases.

ing to suburban houses.

o&sement, a third swinging intc 
the dining room or dining area— 
and to add a fourth door means 
a serious handicap for the aver­ 
age size kitchen.

In one case where the 
side wall of a kitchen adjoined 
the attached garage, the cutting! 
through and placing of a service 
door from kitchen

cost $ 75. Widening the garage by 
three feet to relocate the base­ 
ment stairs and to give them di­ 
rect access to a service vestibule 
cost $ 1,000 additional.

Another kind it doesn’t need is the v icious 
v ariety that encourag es people to believ e they 
must perpetuate one crowd of politicians in 
office because the other crowd would upset 
the apple cart It had an ov erdose of that 
kin d in 1944 when a dying man was nomi­ 
nated for the Presidency because it was claim­ 
ed that no one else was capable of meeting 
Stal:n on equal terms. 
Unity is a trick word in a country built on 
the principle that differences of opinion are 
wholesome. There are times when unity is 
essential—the rig ht kind of unity. But there 
nev er is a time when the wrong kinds are 
essential. Those who adv ocate them hav e 
something in mind besides unity. 


For Lock Of Words 
TDUSS1A has fallen back on the hyphenated 
oddity “ peace - fig hters” to xeplain what 
Its troops are doing in Korea. Perhaps the 
United States could inv ent something like 
“ mar-pacifists” to express its own perplexity. 
Most of the time since 19 45, a period called 
peacetime, something called a cold was 
r a g i n g . 
It drew 
far 
more 
attention 
than peace, as an military budg ets re­ 
v eal. 
But now the cold war has become a 
hot one, and there are early indications that 
peace may be spoken of more often. 
There is a dilemma which no one knows 
how to resolv e, because there is no precedent 
The nature of war and peace as alternativ e 
situations cannot be defined any more under 
traditional concepts. The dilemma can be 
traced back to the end of World War IL The 
armistice nominally dev eloped into a condi­ 
tion of peace—but there was no peace. Na­ 
tions continued to striv e with one another for 
adv antag e There was a cold war then, thoug h 
the term hadn’t come into use. In 19 40, after 
formal declarations of war had been issued, 
there w as something called a phony war, in 
which masses of armed men confronted each 
other without fig hting . That was contrary to 
tradition, too. 
Today—in peacetime—masses of armed men 
are fig hting . But there has been no declara­ 
tion of war. The men are fig hting under ban­ 
ners which conceal their identity. The North 
Koreans, Russia insists, are not representing 
Russia. The South Koreans are being assist­ 
ed, the United States insists, by troops which 
represent the United Nations, thoug h they are 
U.S. troops. 
For lack of words to express 
accurately what is g oing on, its nature is g o­ 
ing to be hard to comprehend. It is not war, 
and it is not peace.

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TT says here in one of the New 
1 York papers that the head man 
of a big chain of department 
stores thinks there should be a 
complete turnov er in women’s 
wardrobes ev ery year. New fash­ 
ions, the man says, should come 
so thick and fast that they will 
pester the life out of all hus­ 
bands. The man also said the 
trouble at present is that hus­ 
bands are sav ing too much money 
on their wiv es’ clothing . 
Look, Mac, we 
h u s b a n d s 
wouldn’t life a fing er to hurt your 
racket, so why pick on us? Sup­ 
pose we just split the difference 
between what you’d like to sell 
and what husbands think they can 
afford to pay for. After all, Mac, 
it isn’t as if we weren’t on the 
rag g ed edg e already. 
Take, for example, stocking s. 
When men wear them, they’re 
called socks—and they are worn 
until they wear out. In the case 
of a reasonably g ood pair, that 
may be a long , long time. The 
orig inal cost is reasonable, and the 
upkeep is low. A g ood wife needs 
a little plain needlework to work 
on in the ev ening between rassl- 
ing bouts on TV. 
Women’s stocking s are expen­ 
siv e. Fashion dictates that they 
must be so sheer it is impossible 
for a nearsig hted man to spot 
them without crouching down, 
which is frowned upon in most 
circles. And there isn’t a two- 
fisted husband aliv e who wouldn’t 
g iv e the price of half a dozen 
pairs of the thing s to beat his

Frankly, Mac, we husbands are 
g etting tired of g rinding our den­ 
tal appliances 
while 
our dis­ 
traug ht wiv es wring their hands 
and our hearts ov er the runners 
which 
are 
ev erlasting ly ruin­ 
ing those sheer stocking s. There's 
turnov er for you. 
Or take hats. Anyone ev er hear 
of a woman wearing out a hat? 
There must be hundreds of hats 
for ev ery woman who wears them 
—one at a time, incidently—and 
if that isn’t turnov er, what is? 
Or would you rather take 
g lov es? A man has maybe two 
pairs of g lov es, one for cool 
weather, one for real cold weath­ 
er. But a women has them in 
colors and desig ns, like neckties. 
She has them for all occasions,1 


like pocketbooks. She is fussy 
about g lov es, the way she is about 
shoes, which are made with pa­ 
per-thin soles and perishable up­ 
pers, to accelerate the turnov er.

The husbands of America can g o 
along with a g ag , and they hav e 
been g oing along with it, to the 
best of their ability.

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The public assumed that Dr. Sander’s name 
had been cleared by the acquittal and that he 
was free to reume his medical practice.

All this may be justifiable on ethical 
g rounds, but it raises questions about the 
rig hts of Dr. Sanders and his patients.

bers of his rig ht to earn a liv ing and sev eral 
recent instances in which labor unions prac­ 
ticed like chastisement, also on what they 
held were ethical g round*.
